No  Province  in  Canada,  surely,  can  set  tt- 
self  up  in  the  Dominion’s  shoes  when  the  Do- 
minion goes  out  of  the  business  of  special 
wartime  legislation.  Yet  British  Columbia 
IS  attempting  to  do  so  in  two  directions 
simultaneously.  The  first-  already  men- 
tioned. 11  the  Consumer  Credit  Act  (Bill 
80 j,  a Provincial  measure  that  is  bitterly 
controversial  among  business  groups  in  the 
province.  ai  veiterday's  delegations  to  the 
Cabinet  bore  witness.  I'lx  second,  thrown 
into  the  House  as  Bill  85.  by  way  of  amend- 
ment to  the  Gasoline  Tax  Act.  would  nul- 
lify what  Premi«^id4art  said  in  his  budget 
speech  about  no  taxation  increase.  It  would 
provide  for  an  increased  provincial  tax  of  ten 
cents  a gallon  on  the  gasoline  tax  in  place  of 
seven  cent*,  when  Ottawa  withdraws  from 
the  field 

Before  the  express  merits  of  cither  bill  arc 
considered,  does  the  Province  seriously  pro- 
pose to  place  itself  in  the  shoes  o(  the  Do- 
minion. and  to  continue  wartime  emergency 
legislation  in  peacetime'  Where  is  there  any 
warrant  from  the  pecTple  of  this  province  for 
that?  What  would  happen  in  Canada  if 
each  of  the  nine  Provinces  did  so*  The  war- 
time emergedev  laws  would  never  come  off. 
but  would  go  on  indefinitely,  with  no  cmcr- 
geney  prcMni  Likewise,  the  stifling  resiric- 
tions  of  the  preMnt.  in  actual  restraint  of 
trade,  would  he  perpetuated 

Beyond  that,  in  so  far  as  the  gasoline  tax 
boost  u concerned.  Mr,  Hart  pledged  that 
there  would  be  no  incrcaK  in  provincial  tax- 
ation. and  took  crrdil  for  that  in  hi*  budget 
Weil.  Bill  85  would  mean  an  increase  in  the 
provincial  gasoline  tax  from  sesen  cents  to 
ten  cents,  or  by  nearly  one  third.  It  is  a 
proclamation  measure,  the  cleat  Inference  be- 
ing that  the  Province  would  ram  it  into  effect 
the  moment  that  Ottawa  lifted  its  hands  off 
he  gasoline  tax.

In  wntlng  about  bealih  and 
weight  it  b only  natural  to  discuss 
overarsight  more  often  than  under- 
weight as  It  U estimated  that  two 
of  every  five  adults  are  overweight 
U)  some  extent,  whereas  the  propor- 
tion of  underweight  adulu  b con- 
siderably less,  and  the  dangers  and 
disadvantages  of  underweight  are 
not  so  serious. 

Because  there  are  so  many  over- 
welghu  and  the  dangers  and  db- 
advauiages  are  well  known,  and 
underweight  b more  dangerous  in 
children  than  in  adults,  we  are  ant 
to  about  tbofe  of  normal 

and  their  food  needs. 

It  b generally  known  that  over- 
weights can  reduce  their  weight  by 
eating  leas  of  the  starch  and  tat 
I foods,  using  less  water  and  other 
liquids,  and  eating  more  lean  meat 
to  maintain  the  structures  of  the 
body.  Similarly  It  b known  that  U 
the  underweights  will  increase  the 
amount  of  fat  and  starch  foods  and 
eat  more  fat  meats,  the  great  ma- 
jority wlU  gain  some  weight. 

It  b possible  to  be  about  the  cor- 
rect weight  for  your  he^hi  and 
build,  and  yet  tliere  mey  be  more 
fat  on  the  body  In  proportion  to 
other  more  Important  tissues  (mus- 
cles and  nervesj  with  the  result  that 
you  have  not  the  strength  and  elas- 
ticity of  the  normal  healthy  man  or 
VI  jiuti.  You  may  tire  easily,  like 
to  sleep  and  rest  too  much,  and  eat 
too  much  of  the  fat  and  starch 
foods. 

X have  spoken  before  of  the  fam- 
ily food  budget  developed  during 
World  War  I.  which  b still  a good 
k as  to  the  way  the  average 
family  should  spend  Its  food  money: 
One-flfth.  more  or  less  for  vege- 
tables and  fruit:  one-fifth  or  more 
for  milk  cheese:  one-fifth  or 
more  for  bread  and  cereal;  one-fifth 
or  less  for  meat,  fish,  eggs;  one-fifth 
or  leas  for  fats,  sugar  and  other

While  thb  dlvblon  of  the  dollar 
into  fifths  makes  It  possible  for  the 
houseaTfe  to  know  bow  much  to 
t "spend"  on  the  different  foodstuffs 
it  does  not  tell  us  just  what  propor- 
, tion  of  the  different  foodstuffs  (not 
what  they  cost)  b needed  by  the 
normel  healthy  individual  who  b 
neither  overweight  nor  underweight. 
In  what  proportions,  not  in  costs, 
sliould  the  variotu  foods  be  eaten 
by  the  normal  healthy  individual? 

In  her  book,  "The  Dietary  ot 
Health  and  Disease,”  Gertrude  I. 
Thomas,  assbtant  professor  of  diete- 
tics. University  of  Minnesota,  states:

I 
bronchial  tubes  and  lungs  Other  * 
, common  foods  causmg  these  reac- 
' Uons  are  tomatoes.  sheU-ftah.  straw- 
berries and  other  fresh  (rulb,  pork, 
fish  and  chocolate. 

While  some  physlciana  do  not 
think  aUergy  b an  inherited  t«ul- 
ency,  that  it  b Just  a part  of  the 
.indivldugi's  make  up  or 
there  b no  doubt  that  there  b an 
inbertied  tenderKy  which  can  usually 
be  found  by  careful  investigation. 

It  b DOW  known  that  the  unfavor- 
able reactiotb  which  follow  the 
' eating  of  certain  fooda  do  not  result 
from  any  toxic  (poisonous)  property

What  b the  treatment  of  food 
allergy?
